Carolina. 


2. That the wituc?=es for the state 


arc chiefly person^ residing in Aiken 
county. 


3. That these colored person- have 


become greatly aurmed and intimidated 
during these past lew weeks by the 
presence of armed bodies of white men 
who attend meetings in their neighbor- 
hood. 


I That, therefore, tho ittendance at 


court of the 
witnesses /or the state 


could mt be depended upon. 


f> That they would not fll the truth 


even if they appeared in court to tes 
tily. 


li, That the cases have come to have, 


to some extent, a political bearing, and 
the real issue as to who aio the guilty 
parties has boen overlooked. In sup- 
port of tho correctness of ^the report ol 
the Attorney General, we find from a 
South Carolina paper the 
following to 


have been the condition of the court 
house town of Aiken county on the day 
on which it was expected that bills 
would be given to the gran 1 jury. 
We 


quote: 


Its usually still streets wtio^ thronged 


by men from four counties Fully 2,500 
democrats Lad assembled, ostensibly to 
hold a political meeting, which meeting 
had been, of course, purposely fixed 
simultaneously •nith the meeting of the 
court. More than one thousand aimed 
Uor»cmen had filled tho vauallr quiet 
roads, by which also tame witnesses, 
jurors, and law ofilccrs. The nlle tlubs, 
the saber clubs, and the aitilleiy clubs 
were there. The cannon also woke the 
echoes among the pines, ind sounded 
over the wind hills. It was the same 
artillery that had been used to bombard 
the militia company on that memorable 
1th of July ut Hamburg. Again Geor- 
gia loaned it to South C'aiolina, and foi 
a similar purpose if it had been needed. 
All this display of force was made ior a 
purpose. That court and those juries 
and witnesses would have been strange 
men indeed if they could see it un- 
moved. It was wise not to put them to 
a test. 


Attending court with a regiment oi 


cavalry and a company of artillery 
would be recorded as rather a strange 
proceeding in Illinois. 
Ought it to be 


any less strange in South Carolina 1 If 
such a thing could be supposed as in- 
spiring Illinois, the deduction that it 
meant intimidation of the eourt, the ju- 
rors, and the witnesses would be inevi- 
table. 
What other deduction can bs 


drawn from the facts as presented in the 
case of tho Hamburg assassins. Twenty 
five hundred democrats, one thousand 
of them mounted and armed, were there 
to say to court and jury . "Do not [in- 
dict those assassins , they are not in 
fact assassins, killing negroes in South 
Carolina is not murder , say it is at 
your peril!" The attorney general took 
the hmt and postponed bloodshed by 
postponing the indictments and trial to 
a more convenient season.

of the Tongue river 
The Montana 


troops numbering 250 infantry and 120 
horses, and including the seventh in- 
fantry and second cavalry, under Gen 
Gibbons, left for Fort Ellis, with i 
wagoa train and supplies for eighty 
days. 
They will follow the old Stan- 


ley trail. 
The route is teeming with 


hostiles and is 420 miles long. They 
may encounter a large war party in the 
Big Horn country. 
They have been in 


the3field since March, and are poorly 
clad for the cold, weather, and the fierce 
storms which sweep over the prairies at 
this season. 
The twenty-second infan 


try have been left at the mouth o 
Glendive Creek, and commenced the 
construction of a stockade. 
They will 


remain till November 1st, or later. 


The seventh cavalry have left for 


Fort Buford, and will movo along the 
north bank of the Yellowstone. 
After 


arriving here, they will go to Fort Lin- 
coln to winter. Tho sixteenth infantr) 
will remain here. 
General Terry anc 


staff arrived here this morning, anc 
will remain a few days, and then go to 
St. Paul, via Bismarck. By the 15th 
all troops will have been withdrawn 
from the northern country except the 
fifth and twenty-second cavalry, eon 
taining 400 men.

Be it oriluinetl by the City Council o/ tlic city 


nf jtecaiur. 
SKCMON 1. Tliat tin person shall, with- 


in the city ol Uecatur, l>y himself, his 
servant or clerk, (except for purposes 
purely medicinal, mechanical or hacra- 
mont.il), barter, sell, exchauge or deliver, 
or otherwise dispose of, for money orgaiu, 
or anythlug of vuluo, or any check, or any- 
thing repiewenllug, or iuteudtng to repre- 
sent, any money or any other thing, any 
Intoxicating liquors whatever In loss quan- 
tities than one gallon, without u licence 
therefor In acoordauce with the require- 
ments hereof, under a penalty of not less 
than twenty-live dollars lor each ollense. 


SKC 2. Tue city council may, luitsdiii- 
cretiou, graut license lor a term not lo*,s 
thau three months, nor exceeding one year, 
to sucli person or persons as may apply 
therefor, to retail spirituous liquors In any 
quantity less thau oue gallon, upon such 
person or persons payiug Into the city 
treasury tbe sum of one hundred and twen- 
ty-live dollars for three mouths, or five 
hu udi eti dollars fur one year, and executing 
a bond to tbe city of Decatnr in the sum of
